Chances  are  still  fairly  favor- 
able for  students  seeking  em- 
ployment, it  was  announced 
Tuesday  by  B.  Keith  Duffin, 
head  of  the  Placement  bureau. 

Mr.  Duffin  urged,  however, 
that  all  students  who  don’t  need 
part-time  work  not  apply,  since 
there  are  large  numbers  of  stu- 
dents who  must  have  work  to 
stay  in  school.  It  was  also  point- 
ed out  that  students  may  have 
difficulty  in  finding  work  unless 
they  keep  in  close  touch  with 
the  Placement  bureau. 

Students  should  honor  all  com- 
mittments to  employers,  stated 
Mr.  Duffin',  while  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  reputations  made 
or  broken  can  greatly  influence 
future  job  opportunities  for 
other  students. 

Students  must  apply  at  the 
Placement  bureaq  in  order  to  ob- 
tain work,  and  should  not  apply 
at  the  department  where  they 
desire  employment. 

Last  year  the  Placement  bu- 
reau filled  3,600  part-time  jobs, 
with  2,200  of  them  on  campus, 
and  the  bureau  is  developing 
new  opportunities  this  year  in 
an  effort  to  satisfy  those  stu- 
dents who  desire  work.

The  English  department  will 
take  over  19  new  offices  and  a 
reception  counter  in  the  build- 
ing. The  department,  which  had 
previously  been  in  the  North 
building  and  the  Joseph  Smith 
building,  will  have  its  offices 
in  the  Engineering  building  for 
the  next  two  years,  Dr.  P.  A. 
Christensen,  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment said  last  week. 

The  $220,000  engineering  build- 
ing will  be  ready  for  the  engin- 
eering laboratories  and  equip- 
ment by  September,  1954,  Dr. 
Harvey  Fletcher  stated.  The  of- 
fices of  the  ROTC,  the  Counsel- 
ing Service,  and  the  English  de- 
partment will  be  converted'  into 
Engineering  classrooms  by  Sep- 
tember, 1955. 

The  building,  which  was  start- 
ed in  July,  1953,  is  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy so  early  because  there 
is  a basement  under  the  south 
section  of  the  building  only,  Mr. 
Higbee  said.

Selection  of  Paper 

Selection  of  the  winning  pap- 
er will  be  made  by  a committee 
of  .non-contestants  appointed  by 
Dr.  Jakeman.  The  judges  will 
be  influenced  primarily  by  the 
extent  to  which  the  paper  con- 
tributes to  the  archaeology  of 
the  Scriptures  and  secondarily 
by  its  literary  merit,  grammar, 
and  spelling. 

Tlie  winner  of  the  contest  will 
receive  a Society  cash  award  of 
fifty  dollars.  His  paper  will  also 
be  selected  for  reading  at  the 
annual  round  table  of  the  society 
to  be  held  in  Salt ' Lake  City  in 
November.  In  addition,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  editor,  the  paper 
may  be  published  in  the  “Bullet- 
in of  the  University  Archaeolo- 
gical Society”  or  other  Society 
publication.

He  received  the  B.S.  and  M.S.  de- 
grees from  BYU  in  1942  and  1943, 
respectively,  and  has  completed 
the  academic  requirements  for 
the  Doctorate  degree  at  Colorado 
State  College.

His  works  have  been  exhibited 
in  California;  Utah;  New  York;

He  has  studied  with  such  notable 
artists  as  Ralph  Holmes,  Eduaurd 
Vysekal,  Arnold  Blanch,  Kenneth 
Hayes  Miller,  Fredrick  Taubes, 

Byclav  Vitlycil,  Boardman  Robin- 
son, Otis  Dazier,  Harry  Struberg, 
and  Prof.  Larsen. 

Prof.  Andrus  has  received  such 
awards  and  achievements  as  the

EVERYONE  READ  THIS! 

Every  year  it  is  the  pleasant  duty  ol  the  editor  of  the  Universe, 
together  with  his  colleagues  to  formulate  a set  ol  rules  and  a plan 
ol  action  by  which  the  student  newspaper  will  be  directed. 

This  outline,  journalistic-wise  known  as  an  editorial  policy,  is 
geared  to  establish  in  the  mind  of  the  average  student  the  aims,  pur- 
poses and  desires  ol  the  campus  paper.  II  remembered  throughout 
the  year  it  will  often  sooth  the  irate  indignation  ol  many  students  as 
they  attempt  to  determine  the  cause  as  to  why  some  news  gets  in 
the  paper  and  why  some  doesn’t. 

However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  no  set  of  rules  is 
perfect  and  of  necessity  must  be  flexible.  The  Universe  will 
keep  this  in  mind  at  all  times.  In  other  words,  we  are  always 
open  for  constructive  criticism,  aimed  at  the  general  welfare  of 
all  concerned. 

Above  all,  however  peculiar  the  position  as  compared  with  most 
colleges,  the  Universe  pledges  unfailing  support  to  the  authorities 
and  doctrines  ol  the  Church  ol  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and 
every  editorial  decision  made  will  be  in  accordance  with  those  doc- 
trines.

It  is  not  the  intent  to  snub  or  discredit  any 
department  or  organization  and  fair  coverage  of  every  section  of  the 
University  will  be  the  aim. 

In  reading  the  Universe  it  is  the  earnest  desire  that  every 
student  on  campus  will  he  keenly  aware  of  what  constitutes  an 
editorial  or  statement  of  policy  by  the  editors  and  the  opinions 
of  the  students,  or  letters  to  the  editors.  All  editorials  will  al- 
ways he  found  in  the  upper  left  comer  of  page  four.  Letters  to 
the  editors  or  ‘safety  valve’  will  be  found  elsewhere  on  the  page. 
Do  not  credit  a letter  to  the  editor  as  the  policy  of  the  Universe! 

Remember!  The  deadline  for  any  type  ol  news,  except  il  special 
arrangements  are  made,  is  2 p.m.  Friday  lor  the  Tuesday  paper  and 
2 p.m.  Monday  lor  the  Thursday  edition. 

In  relation  to  organizational  news  and  function  coverage, 
special  attention  should  be  given  by  all  social  units,  service,  geo- 
graphical, religious  and  departmental  groups  (o  the  announce- 
ment found  on  page  five  of  this  issue.
